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President  Johnson  occupied  the  White  House 
on  Tuesday  for  the  first  time,  on  occasion  of 
the  grand  parade.  He  will  take  possession  of 
the  Executive  C  hamber  for  the  transaction  of 
official  business,  but  will  reside  elsewhere  du- 
ring the  summer  months. 

The  Departments'  clerks  in  "Washington  uni- 
ted last  week  in  presenting  Mrs.  Lincoln  with 
a  beautiful  cross  of  jabonicas,  neatly  encased  in 
black  walnut,  as  a  tribute  of  their  love  and 
esteem  for  the  late  President  Lincoln,  and  as  a 
parting  gift  to  the  bereaved  widow  of  him  who 
is  so  dear  to  the  heart  of  every  true  patriot. 
The  Committe  of  Arrangements  received  a 
grateful  note  ot  acknowledgment  on  Monday  : 
from  Captain  Robert  Lincoln,  expressive  of  his, 
mother's  appreciation  of  their  testimonial. 

Nearly  twenty  vessels  are  now  cruisin  *  after 
the  Stonewall,  in  divisions  of  from  three  to  five 
each.  It  is  said  to  be  not  improbable  that  the 
Stonewall  will  go  to  Vera  Cruz  and  be  sold  to 
Maximilian.  We  wish  we  could  be  sure  she 
would  not  crush  our  wooden  vesselsoff  Galves- 
ton. 


HiOWER  From  Lincoln's  coffin 


This  season  of  the  year  brings 
forth  an  interesting  item  about  a 
resident  of  Kentland,  Rev.  A.  C. 
Northrop.  He  is  a  son  of  a  veter- 
an, his  father  having  served  in  the 
Civil  war.  Charles  Northrop  was  a 
member  of  a  Pennsylvania  regiment 
and  was  stationed  in  Washington  In 
1865.  He  was  inside  guard  at  the 
Wjhite  House  and  opened  the  door 
for  Mr.  Lincoln  when  he  passed  out 
of  the  White  House  to  go  to  the 
theatre  the  night  of  his  assassina- 
tion. This  young  soldieT,  he  was  only 
nineteen  When  he  enlisted,  was  in- 
side guard  at  the  time  of  Lincoln's 
funeral,  and  Rev.  Northrop  has  a 
flower  that  his  father  took  from  the 
casket  of  Mr.  Lincoln.  Rev.  Norths 
rop  has,  also,  letters  which  his  fa- 
ther wrote  during  these  times  in 
which  he  says  that  there'  was  great 
fear  in  Washington  that  the  presi- 
dent might  be  assassinated.  These 
letters  were  written  several  weeks 
before  Mr.  Lincoln's  death.  Mr. 
Northrop  has  an  original  photograph 
of  Mr.  Lincoln  and  his  wife  that  his 
father  obtained  at  this  time.
